~ payers.” Rather, then, than have the credit 
of Chicago impaired, and her fair mame tar- 
nished, what true citizen would hesitate to say : 
“Let the taxes for the current year be doubled, 
if that amount be necessary, aad have the 
wholé floating debt of the city cleared off at 
once and forever; make one job of the matter, 
and get the city beyond the reach of Went- 
worth injunctions.” Our share of the burden 
will be considerable, but we will meet it with 
the cheerfulness; and we firmly be- 
lieve that a majority of the tax-payers would 
favor this course. The sum to be raised is 
only a trifle when compared with the wealth 
of thé Gity and the ability of her citizens to 
pay it. Come to divide it up among fiflecn 
thousand tax-payers, and it is only one-third of 
one per cent. on the actual cash value of each 
man’s property. Why, then, not cut tle 
Gordian knot by each man putting his hard 


_ in his pocket, and handing over to Deaccn 


Harvey, the City Treasurer, his proportion of 
the floating debt, and have done with it. . 

But it may be said that this course is,im- 
practicable, as the Charter limits taxation for 
general purposes to three and a half mills on 
the dollar, which amount of assessment wou!d 
not be more than sufficient te pay ordinary 


_ general expenses, leaving nothing to apply in 


, liquidation of the floating debt. Such, we 
grant, is the fact, so long as property is as- 
sessed only one-quarter of its real value, as is 
the present practice. The law specifically de 


clares, that “all property must be entered (or , 


taxation at its full cash value,” and it is made 
the duty of City Assessors to so value it. 
‘ The whole tax list of the city of Chicago 
last year, real and personal, only footed up 
thirty-siz millions! when, in fact, the personal 
property alone could hardly be bought for that 
sum. If the valuation be made according to 
the requirements of the law, one hundred mil- 
lions are the very lowest figures that can pos- 
sibly‘be put upon the property of this city: 
A tax of seven mills, or three-fourths of one 


per. cent., levied for general and special pur- 
| poses, upon this basis, will pay off the last 
dollar of floating debt which the city owes, and 
provide sufficient funds to carry on the gov- 


“ernment until next tax-paying time arrives; 
after- which the assessment need not extecd 
4hree and a half mills, or one-third per cent. 
on the cash value of each man's property; or, 
. should the present basis be ‘again adopted, tn 
mills would suffice for all purposes. But some 


may object that if the actual cash value of 


property be adopted, the city will be obliged } 
to pay more than its due proportion of State 
taxes, ‘To this we reply, that the assessment 
made for municipal purposes is altogether se} - 


.* > arate from the State and County assessment. 


It is made by different officers, and has no 
connection whatever with -the State. The 
“revenues of the city are cillected by a differ- 
ent set of officers, and paid over to a different 
Treasurer, and ata different time. The State 
Legislature and Board of Supervisors contro! 
the one, while the Common Council controls 
the other. 

Eastern capitalists often express surprise at 
the law public valuation of a city of the pre- 
tensions of Chicago. Other cities a 
balf or third of her ion, Tank higher in 
statistiefl tables-of property. While on the 
other hand, people abroad, are shocked at the 
apparently crushing load of taxation levied up- 
on the property holders of this city for corpo- 
rate purposes. Fifteen to seventeen mills of 
taxes are formtdable enough to deter thousands 
of men from coming to Chicago to invest mon- 
ey or toreside. “Why, that is nearly two per 
cent on all a man is worth,” they say to them- 
selves,-“and more than I will ever let them 
Cincinnati Excursionists, during 
their late visit here, were constantly saying.

“We only pay four to five 
mills for municipal purposes, while you have to 
pay fifteen to seventeen.”

Landscape Gardening--An Exampi< | 
It was not till within the last twenty years 
that landscape gardening assumed*the position 
of an art in this country, and, indeed, it was iv 
a measure created by the late Andrew J..Down- 
ing. His correct taste, based as it was on clear, 
strong, native sense, his charming style, his 
untiring research, his vast fund of information, 
have given him the first place among American 
writers upon Rural Art. Since his day very 
commendable progress has been made, and it is 
to be hoped that the unequalled opportunities 
for the exercise of horticultural taste that exist 
in all parts of the Union, will be so improved 
that, the close of the present century will find 
our country as distinguished for Rural Art as it 
is for its vast extent and untold mineral and 
agricultural riches. Especially are we pleased 
to notice the growing interest that is manifested 
in.these subjects at the West. More has been 
than during our 
entire previous history. 

The true test of ability in Rurat Art is the 
adaptation of its principles to the natural pecu- 
liarities of the place to be improved. We have 
already spoken of the beautiful grounds of Mr. 
Kerfoot, redeemed .from the sand hills near the 
Lake View House, and we had the pleasure a 
few days since of seeing bow these principles 
can transform a high, unsightly bluff, with an 
almost impassable slough at its base, into a 
charming scene to delight the eye and wake up 
the most pleasing emotions. Our readers can 
find the place to which we allnde, at the beanti- 
ful little city of Waukegan. It is the residence 
of our fellow citizen, H. A. Tucker, Esq. and the 
transformation of the bluff and the peat bog of 
which we are about t speak, has all been effect- 
«a within little more than a single year. 

Many of our readers will remember that a 
short distance north of the depot, the bluff on 
which Waukegan stands was high and steep 
with an impassable bog at its base, aud low 
- sand hulls between it and and the railroad. The 
portion of this bluff, bog and the sand hills se- 
lected by Mr. Tucker for improvemcnt, embra- 
ces five acres. The bluff has been divided main- 


are beds of flowers and clumps of evergreens, 
which a few years’ growth will transform into 
trees of surpassing beauty. At the base is an 
amphitheatre, with walks, winding amotg beds 
of flowers, and circling among the evergreens, 
and on either side, is an arboretum of forest 
trees. Fortunately, a most beautiful maple, of 
large size, and several other forest trees were 
growing upon the grounds when the improve- 
ments were commenced. At ‘an appropriate 
distance from the lower terrace a large, taste- 
ful glass building, 100 feet long, is in process of 
erection, which ts to be entirety devoted to the 
culturé of the grape. Further on, to the right, 
and to be hid in the trees, is the gardener’s 
neat residence, with a green-bouse near by, de- 
voted to flowers. A proper space, on the east | 
side of the enclosure, separated from the mure 
ornaments! portion of the grounds by an arbor 
vite hedge, is planted in the best varieties of 
fruit trees, and js used for a vegetable garden. 
Standing on the east side, or upon the upper 
terrace, arid\surveying the entire grounds at a 
glance, it is really wonderfal that so much taste 
and beauty could have been wrought from such 
materials in the short space of a single year. 
But one of the most interesting features in. 
the whole adorning of the grounds, is the ingen- 
ious manner in which several springs, which is- 
sued from the bluff at the’base of the first ter- 
race, are used for convenience and ornament. 
They are all carried § a cistern by an under- 
ground drain, to the north side of the lot. From 
this the water is conducted by pipes to a hy- 
draulic ram at the base of the second terrace, 
by which, a portion of it is throw upon the 
top of Mr. Tucker’s residence. The remainder 
is conducted to a large and beautiful oval lake 
in front of the grapery, whose pebbly beach and 
grassy banks make it a perfect gem in the rich 
adornings by which it is surrounded. As it is 
supplied with living water, it id to be made the 
home of several varieties of fish. Indeed, every 
part of the plan for the improvement of these 
grounds, is, as we believe, conceived in the best

The first edition of Bartlett's Dictionary of 
Americanisms was published in 1848, * It met 
with a quick sale,” says the author, in his pre- 
face to the new volume, “ and soon passed out 
of prist.” Mr. Bartlett immediately com- 
metced his preparations for a new edition, and 
has been more or less occupied with the work 
since that time—three years having been passed 
on the Southwestern frontier in his duties as 
Commissioner of the United States on the Mex- 
ican Boundary. The only vocabulary of Amer- 
icanisms issued before Mr. Bartlett’s first o4i- 
tion, Was that of Jobe Pickering of Boston, 
1816.) This éontained only the words and 
phrases current in New England at the time he 
wrote, 

Without discussing the philological value of 
this and similar works, we may say that the 
volume before us is a very complete list of 
Americanisms, embracing the idioms peculiar 

to all sections of the United States from New 
England to the Rio Grande and Colorado. The 
author defines the term “Americanisms” as in- 
cluding the following classes of words: 1. Ar- 
chaigus, or old English words, obsolete or near- 
ly soin England, but retained in use in this 
country; 2. English words used here in a differ- 

ent sense from that which attaches to them in 
England; 3. Words that have retained their 
original meaning in the United States, although 
not in England; 4. English. provincialisms ad- 
opted into general use in the United States; 5. 

Newty coined words which owe their origin to 
the productions or circumstances of the coun- 
try; 6. Words borrowed from European lan- 
guages, especially the French, Spanish, Dutch 
and German ; 7., Indian words; 8. Negroisms; 
9. Peculiarities of pronunciation. Our space 
forbids any considerable extracts from Mr. 

Bartlett’s work. The most amusing phrases 
noted by the author are those of the extreme 

Southwest and California. Among the lat- 

ter are the following peculiar names of lo- 
calities: Whiskey Gulch, Shirt Tail Can- 
yon; Murderer’s Bar, Flapjack Canyon, 
tJackass Gulch. It is doubtful whether two 
men in every hundred in the United States ‘are 
aware that the following political phrases are 
purely American ; Caucus, mass meeting, Icbby,

CROP ITEMS. 


OGLE COUNTY. 
Mr. Moram, June 30, 1809. 


Having traveled over Ogle County for two weeks past, 
I will give your readers my observations in regard to the 
crops. 

The amount planted and sown is the largest ever known. 
Scarce a Vacant acre anywhere to be seen. 

For three weeks past a severe drouth has raged. A heavy 
frost eut@own the corn, but it has all sprung upagain.
